—There are 12,000 prisoners at Camp 
Douglas. 

— The eolossal steamboat leviathan, the 
largest boat ever luiilt, was sold at public 
Htlfl in St. Louis for $119,000. 

—There were live couple released from 
the bonds of matrimony by the court in 
Lorain county, Ohio, last week, and three 
more applicants. 

The construction of the Government arse- 
nal at Rock Island, Illinois, will be com- 
menced immediately. Jt will cost one mil- 
lion five hundred thousand dollars, and 
will be one of the largest of the kind in the 
world. 

— It is supposed (hat the rebel force that 
Lee has been striving to concentrate to op- 
pose. Siienncn will reach nearlv forty thou- 
sand meu, many of whom will be militia. 

—A new and very dangerous fifty cent 
'•ounterleit note is in ( in itiation. Good 
judges are unable to detect the different* 
without very close examination. The paper 
is somewhat thinner, and that is, probably, 
the best test to try them by. 

—The Military Com_ isatoa at Indianap- 
olis returned a verdict of guilty against 
Horsey, Howies and Milli^ati, the 1 sonspir- 
■tOCS engaged in the Hood and Sons ol Lib- 
erty treason. Their sentence is death, aud 
the United States Attorney General has ap- 
proved of it. The matter is now in the 
hands of the President. 

— A whale was captured in PrOTinoe- 
town harbor on Monday last, after a run- 
ning li'^ht of two hours; but not until Levi- 
athan had struck the boat, knocking two 
men overboard, and breaking the thigh of 
one of them. The whale is fat, and will 
field forty bbls. 

— One of the Shetland mares imported bv 
John S. IJarey, of Ohio, lately RSV« birth to 

a colt which is considered as tin- srnsllesl 
specimen of the horse kind in the world, 
being only twenty inches iu height, and 
only weighing twenty-ono pounds. The 
mother ot the OOH weighs only seventy-live 
pounds. 

Matters in the neighborhood of Fort 
l isher have not changed. Our gunboats 
• aily shell the rebels. (Jen. Terry is wait- 
ing for the time to arrive when he will ad- 
vance on Wilmington. North Carolinians 
in the region are generally taking the oath 
Of allegiance, aud desertions from the rebels 
are numerous. 

—Only one ship is on the way from Cal- 
cutta to the United States, instead of '20, as 
is frequent ly the case! Our merchants have 
not ordered goods extensively- from any 
quarter, and our importstioas bid flair this 
year to be the smallest know n for many 
■easoas. The prices of produce are so 
enormous in our markets that no exports 
1 mi be mads witfa safetv, for not even gold 
at 200 will make up the great losses from 
slow sales abroad. 

—Edward I .aboulaye, the eminent French 
author and publicist, writes to ■ friend in 
Massachusetts that the fortunate march ot' 
iien. Sherman through Georgia begins to 
convince the moat incredulous that the 
North will conquer. When he first began 
to dafcnd the cause of the Union be eras de- 
nounced as a dreamer, Now public opin- 
ion ia sensibly changing to his side, for tho 
reason that it promises to be the stronger. 

— A "gay Lothario" who made his SSSfS- 
ptlde with s milliner from East Saginaw, 
Mich., a few days since, set about the mai- 
ler iu a business matter. He deeded to his 
wife S house and lot t/aMed at |3,000 made 
provision for the education of his children, 
sold the balance of his p roperty, and told 
bis .rife to lake care of herself he would do 
the fame. 

—The snow is from four to five feet deep 
in the northern part of Maine, Vermont, 
and New York. Along the seacoast M 
Maine it is about two feet deep, in the 
W hite Mountain region snow has fallen to 
a great depth. Some of the drifts in the 
road are from twelve to fifteen feet deep, 
and the snow is so dry that the wind blows 
i* into the .most fantastic shat>es. 

— Sherman's force, as at present organiz- 
ed, is in three columns, as follows: Army 
of Tennessee, Gen. Howard, osnrre; Army 
of the South, Gen. Foster, right Wing; Ar- 
my of Georgia, (Jen. Slocum, left wing. In 
the plan oi the campaign the centre and 
left wings were to be active columns, while 
tiie right wing, under Gen. Foster, was to 
be held as a reserve, and employed in dem- 
onstrating against Charleston, while the 
others moved bv converging lines upon 
r.ranchville from Graliatnsvills and sister's 
Pscry. 

—An invention has just been completed 
for relettsiug horses from the traces of car- 
riages, it eonsisfes of having the trace 
buckles so made that the tongue can be 
drawn backward so as to clear the bar. 
This is accomplished by means of a lever 
moved by a strap, which passes up the har- 
ness saddle and is continued over the 
horse's back to the driver's seat. Should 
the horses run away with the carriage, the 
driver has but to pull the strap, when the 
trace buckles are instantly loosened, aud 
the horses run free with all the harness ex- 
cept the traces, which remain attached to 
the carriage, the vehicle and its occupants 
receiving no injury. 

— There is a bill before the Legislature to 
incorporate a company to extend the im- 
provements of the Kentucky river. An sot 
was passed in 185s for the purpose, but did 
not take etteet. Lock and dams have been 
placed on the river, so as to make it navi- 
gable to some distance above Frankfort. 
The additional work is needed to realize a 
profit on what is done. There is a large ex- 
tent of the State that would be benefitted 
bv this work that has yet received little 
from jiublic improvements intheCommon- 

— The Congress of the Confederate States 
of America have enact, d that the fl^ag of the 
Confederate States shall be as follows: The 
width two-thirds of its length with the 
union (now used as the battle- flag), to be in 
width three-fifths of the width of the Hag, 
aud so proportioned as to leave the length 
of the field on the side of the union twice 
the width below it; to have the ground red, 
aud a broad blue saltier thereon, bordered 
with white and emblazoned with mullets 
or five-pointed stars, corresponding in num- 
ber to that of the Confederate States; the 
field to be white, except the outer half from 
the union, which shall be a red bar extend- 
ing the width of the flag.

Anecdotes of Farragut and (.1 ant. 

A Scotch traveler, who has recently vis- 
ited the United State*, furnishes to the Ed- 
inburgh Scotsman the following anecdotes; 

^lr. Osborn 1 President of the Illinois Cen- 
tral Railroad 1 told me a story of Admiral 
Farragut aud his son. They were on the 
Mississippi, and Farragut's tleet was about 
to pass I'ort Hudson, which was then held 
by the Confederates. Farragut's son, a lad 
of about twelve, had l>een importuning his 
father that he might be sent to West Point, 
where the military cadets are educated. 
Old Farragut said: "I don't know how that 
would do; I am not sure whether you would 
stand lire." "Oh! yes, father, I could do 
that," "Very well, my boy, we'll try; come 
up with mo here." The Admiral aud his 
BOB went up together into the maintop; the 
old man had himself and the boy lashe<l to 
it, and in this way they passed "Port Hud- 
son. The lad never flinched while the shot 
and shell were flying past him. "Very 
well, my boy, that will do; you shall go to 
West Point." 

Of Grans, who now commands the Fed- 
eral army before Richmond, he told me 
this: In the first action in which Grant 
comman ded, his troops at Oral gained ■ 
slight advantage over the Confederates. 
They began to plunder the Confederate 
camp, in spite of all that Grant could do to 
Stop them. At last, Grant, who knew that 
Confederate reinforcements were coming 
up, go', some of his friends to set fire to the 
camp, so as to stop the plundering. Then 
ho got his troops together as well as he 
could, and retreated. But, in the mean 
time, the < 'oufederate reinforcements came 
up, attacked Grant, and defeated him. 
There were live colonels under Grant who 
had not by any means supi>orted him effi- 
ciently in his attempts to stop the plunder- 
ing and collect his traops. Mr. < (shorn s.a\\ 
I Irani a day or two afterwards, when he 
expected to be deprived of his command on 
account of the defeat. He said, "Why do 
you not report these colonels? They are the 
men to blame for not carrying out your or- 
ders." "Why," said Grant, "these officers 
had never been under fire before; they did 
not know how srrious an atl'air it was. 
They have had it lesson which thev will 
not forget. I will answer for it they will 
never make the same mistake again. 1 can 
see by the way they "behaved in thesuli-.- 
ijuent action that they are of the right stutl; 
and it is better that I should lose my com- 
mand, if that must be, than the country 
should lose the services of five such otlicer-, 
when good men are scarce." Grant did not 
lose his command, aud three out of the live 
officers have since greatly distinguished 
themselves. 

The day before Gjant attacked Fort Don- 
elson, the troops had had a inarch of twen- 
ty miles, ji.i rt of it during a bitter cold 
night. Grant called a council of war, to 
Consider whether they should attack the 
tort at once, or should give the troops a day 
or two's rest. The officers were in favor of 
resting. Grant said nothing -till thev had 
all given their opinion; then he said: "There 
is a deserter come in this morning; let us 
■sshim aad hoar what he has to say." 

When he came in, Grant looked into his 
knapsack. "Where are you from?" "Fort 
Donelson." "Six days' rations in vour 
knapsack, have j'ou not, my man ?" "Yes, 
sir." "When were thev"- served out?" 
"Yesterday morning." ""Were the same 
rations ■srYsd out to all the troops ?""" Yes, 
sir." "Gentlemen," said Grant, "troops do 
not have six days' rations served out to 
them in a fort If they mean to stay there, 

these men mean to retreat, not to light; we 
will attack at once." He did attack th« 
Confederates, defeated them, aud 400k a 
large number of prisoners.

■apssi of a Conference between Secre- 
tary Stanton, Gaa. Sherman and tte 
Colored People of Sav?unali. 

Rev. Henry Ward Reecher read, at the 
Plymouth Church, on Sunday evening, a 
report of the meeting recently held at Sa- 
vannah between the Honr Edwin M. Stan- 
ton, Major General Sherman, and a num- 
ber of colored class-leaders, deacons, and 
divines. The latter were formerly all 
slaves, and their jiersonal histories are very 
interesting, but our space will not allow M 
to publish them. Garrison Frazier was 
chosen by them to express their common 
sentiments, and he made answer to immiries 
as follows: 

First— State what your understanding is 
in regard to the acts of Congress aud Pres- 
ident I^neoln's proclamation, touching the 
condition of th© people in the rebel States. 

Answer— So far as I understand Lre-i* 
dent Lincoln's proclamation to the rebel- 
lious States, it is, that if they would lay 
down their arms and submit to the laws of 
the United States before the first day ol 
January, tMBL all should be well, but if 
they did not, then all the slaves in the SSSj 
States should i><* free henceforth and for- 
ever. That is what 1 understood. 

Second— State wnat you understand l.v 
slavery and the freedom that was to be 
given by the President's proclamation. 

Answer— Slavery is, receiving by irresist- 
ible power the work of another man, aud 
not by his consent. The freedom, as I un- 
derstand it, promised by the proclamation, 
is taking us from under the yoke i f bond- 
age, and placing us where we could reap 
the fruit of our own labor, take care of our- 
selves and assist the Government in main- 
taining otir freedom. 

Third — State in what manner you think 
you sea take care of yourselves, and how 
you can liest assist the Government in 
maintaining your freedom. 

Answer — The way we can best take care of 
ourselves is to have land, and turn it and 
till it by our own labor— that is, by the la- 
bor of the women and children "and old 
men; and we can soon maintain ourselves 
iind have something P> spare. And to as- 
sist the Government, the y»>ung BSSns_MBM 
enlist iu the service of the Government, 
and serve in such manner as thev may be 
wanted. (Tho rebels- told us that they 
piled up and made batteries of them, and 
*old them to Cuba; but we don't believe 
that.) We want to be placed on land until 
we are able to buy it and make it our own. 

Fourth— State in what manneryou would 
rather live — whether scattered ainoug the 
whites or in colonies by yoiirselvi s. 

Answer— I would prefer to live by our- 
selves, for there is a prejudice Sgstaal us b 
the South that will take years to get over: 
but I do not know that I can answer for 
my brethren. [Mr. Lynch says he thinks 
they should not be separated bin live togeth- 
er. All the other persons present, being 
questioned one by one, answer that they 
SgTSS with Rrother Frazier.] 

Fifth — Do you think that there is intelli- 
gence enough among the slaves of the South 
to maintain themselves under the GetX rn- 
ment of the United States and the equal 
protection of its laws and maintain good 
and peaceable relations among yourselves 
and with your neighbors? 

Answer— I think there is sufficient intel- 
ligence among us to d B0h 

Sixth— State what is tho feeling of the 
black population of the South toward the 
Government of the United States; what is 
the understanding in res|K-ct to the pres. nl 
war, its causes and object, and their dispo- 
sition to aid either side. State fully your 
views. 

Answer -I think you will find there are 
thousands who are willing to make anv 
sacrifice to assist tho Government of the 
United States, while there are also many 
who are not willing to take up arms. I do 
not suppose there are a do/on men that are 
opposed to the Government. I under 
its to the Wiir, that the South is the Bggn s- 
sor. President Lincoln was elected Presi- 
dent by a ma jority of th" United BSSSSB, 
whtoh guaranteed him the right of holding 
the office and exercising thai right over the 
whole United States. The Smith, without 
knowing what he would do, rebelled. The 
war was commenced by the reliels liefore 
he came into otliee. The obj -ct of Ihe 
war was not at first to give slaves 
their freedom, but the sole object of the 
war was at first to bring the rebellious 
S ates back into the Union and their 
loyalty to the laws of the United States. 
Atterward, knowing the value set on the 
slaves by the rebels, the President thought 
that his proclamation would StiSSnlatS 
them to lay down their arms, reduce them 
to obedience, and help to bring back the 
reliel States; and their not doingso has now 
made the freedom of the slaves a part of 
the war. It is my opinion that there is not 
:t man iu this city that could bs started to 
help the rebels one inch, for that would be 
suicide. There were two black men left 
with the reliels because they had taken an 
active part for the rebels, and thought 
something might befall them if they Staysd 
behind; but there is not another man. If 
the prayers that have gone up for the Union 
army could be read out, you would nm get 
through them these two weeks. 

Seventh — State whether the sentiments 
you now express are those only of the co- 
lored people in the city: or do they extend 
to the coloted population through the coun- 
try? and what are your means of know- 
ing the sentiments of those living in the 
country? 

Answer— I think the sentiments are the 
same among the colored people ot' the State. 
My opinion is formed by |>ersonal com- 
munication iu the course of my ministry, 
and also from the thousands that followed 
the Union army, leaving their homes and 
undergoing sutlering. I did not think there 
would be so many: the number surpassed 
my expectation. 

Eighth — If the rebel leaders were to arm 
the slaves, what would be kla etfect? 

Answer — I think they would tight as long 
as they were before the bayonet, and just as 
soon its they could get away, they would 
desert, in my opini n. 

Ninth— What, in \ our opinion, is the feel- 
ing of the colored p< op e about enlisting aud 
serving as soldiers of the United States I 
and what kind of military service do they 
prefer? 

Answer — A large number have gone as 
soldiers to Port Royal to be drilled and put 
in the service; BM I think thai there are 
thousands of the young men thai would en- 
list. There is something about them that 
perhaps is wrong. They h i ve sii tiered so 
long from the rebels thai they want to 
shoulder the musket. Others want to go 

into the QnatrtemMstaNp 1 or Otanssfesary 
service. 

Teuth— Do you understand lh*r mode of 
enlistments of colored pers ms in the rebel 
States by State agents under ths Act ol 
Congress? If yea, slat a what your under- 
standing is. 

Answer— My understanding is, thai col- 
ored persons enlisted by Slate agents are 
enlisted as substitutes, and give credit to 
the States, and do n t swell the army, be- 
cause every black man enlisted by a State 
agent, leaves a white man at home; and, 
also, that larger bounties are given or prom- 
ised by the State agent than are given by 
the States. Th • great object should be> to 
push through this rebellion the shortest 
way, and there seems to be soiie -thing 
wanting in the enlistment by Stilt" agents, 
for it don't strengthen the army, but takes 
one away for every colored man enlisted. 

Eleventh— State" what, in your opinion, 
M the best way to enlist colored men for 
soldiers. 

Answer— I think, sir, that all compulsory 
operations should be put S stop to. The , 
ministers would talk to them, and the , 
young men would enlist. It is my opinion 
that it would be far better for the State 
agents to stav at home, and the enlistments 
to be made for the United Btast s under the 
direction of Gem Sherman. 

Id the absence of Gen. Sherman, the fol- 
lowing question was asked: 

Twelfth State what is the feeling of the 
colored people in regard to Qo_ Sherman; 
and how far do they regard his sentiments 



Answer -We looked upon Gen. Sherman 
prior to his arrival as a man iu the I'ro\ i- 
dence of God specially set apart to accom- 
plish tn is work, and we unanimously fe*l 
inexpressible gratitude to him, locking 
upon him as a man that should Ik> honored 
for the faithful BSCfesasaaes of his duty. 
Some of us called upon him immediately 
upon his arrival, and it is probable he 
would not meet the Secretary with more 

courtesy than he met us. Him iductand

Dfath of Col. Cicero Maxwell. 

The loyal portion of the nution, but espe- 
cially the loyal men of Kentucky, have 
been deeply bereaved by the death of Col. 
Cicero Maxwell, late of tha 2<Hh Kentucky 
Regiment of Infantry. He was one of the 
notable men of this State, and was honored 
and esteemed wherever known. From the 
beginning of the rebellion he was a nation- 
al man in all his principles, his hopes and 
actions, and through all tlnj varying phases 
of Kentucky L T nionism he was ever found 
at his post, vigilant, zealous, brave, faith- 
ful, aud energetic in his devotion to the 
natloual cause. When the rebellion began, 
Col. Maxwell was the possessor of an en- 
viable reputation as a lawyer, and had 
rea ( lied a distinguished position at the bar. 
He had won honorably, what he fully en- 
joyed, the, confidence of the people. But, 
at the call of his country, he turned his 
bae-k upon all those avenues of ambition 
that opened widely before him aud entered 
the military service of the nation. In this 
servie-e he was true, faithful, and eminent- 
ly useful. I pon the promotion of General 
Burbridge, Lieut. Col. Maxweil was com- 
missioned as Colonel of the 2fith Regiment 
ol Kentucky Volunteers, and, even with ill 
health that seriously threatened his life 
ever since last summer, he remained on 
duty until after the battles of Nashville, 
last December. We remember w ith pride 
his patriotic letters while panting for the 
attack upon Hood, and we trust that his 
friends, to whom he often wrote, will treas- 
ure w ith pious care those gems of priceless 
value. 

The health of Col. Maxwell was of such a 
e-harae-ter last fall that all that saw him 
feareel a fatal resul . He felt confident that 
nothing but rest, great care, and perfect 
quietude could restore his shattered consti- 
tution, and nothing but the mongrel char- 
acter of Kentucky Unionism induced him 
to withhold his resignation, even M early 
as last June. In surveying the perils of 
Kentucky loyaltj-, which he thoroughly 
comprehended, he resolved to forget the 
daily perils of his life, and remain at his 
post, battling for the ri^ht. In this course 
hu rendered efficient service to the National 
cause, but he did this at the cost of his life. 

It is a consolation of much value to the 
triends of Col. Maxwell that the closing 
hours of his life were spent in Bow ling 
Green among those who knew him well 
and loved him- From the hands of those 
friends he received all the ministrations 
that affectionate devotion could render. 

While the loyal hearts of Kentnckiaus 
submissively bow in the presence of the 
calamitous visitation of the death of Col. 
Maxwell, we pray that they may remember 
that the noblest tribute that they can pay 
to his memory is iu following the example 
of his faithful services to the nation, in 
maintaining the spotless integrity to prin- 
ciple that characterised 'his life, aud in un- 
swerving and courageous recognition und 
performance of national obligations.

: 1 wish to say a word through 
of your paper in relation to 
enlistment of negres, which 
the city for a day or two past, 
as to the technical authority of 
the Sujerintendent of Organization to order 
the pm eeding I know nothing, but I pre- 
sume le has such authority or he wjuld 
not ha e made the order. This aspect of 
the que.tion is a congenial one for I Pullulate 
and red-tapists, who never have use for any 
thoughtwhich will not fit iuto a pigeon- 
hole. 

What I wish to say about the order is, 
that, as a bold, practical solution of the 
negro q teat ion in Kentucky at this time, it 
commenlsitsclf to all uncramped and loyal 
minds, l'ke order enjoins the summary 
enlistmeitof "all slaves who have left their 
masters.'- It will l>e ol>served that, by its 
own terms it excludes all free negroes, all 
freedmen inder the Proclamation, and all 
slaves who are still in the possession of 
their mestta It applies to that anomalous 
class who lave broken out of bondage, but 
have not ya received any official sanction 
to their practical freedom. It operates on a 
class of fuptives whom the President's 
Proclamat ai, by reason of its geographical 
restrictions, did not reach. It puts such 
into the arnv that it may legally make 
them free. Thi-» is its offset on the negro 
himself. 

To the loyil master it is not less ad van- 
tageous. |i tilling up and placing in the 
service thesave who has left him, it ena- 
bles him towe el re the local bounty and the 
compcnsatioi allowed by the Government. 
It prevents uurranoy and theft, cuts off the 

means of ra me from unscrupulous substi- 
tute brokers, protects and frees the slave, 
remunerates the master, tills the quota of 
city and Stae, and, if executed as it de- 
serves to be, Till soon put a quietus on all 
the present n.isy acclamation over the ne- 
gro question ii this state. 

In the practcal enforcement of the order, 
of course difficulties arise, and many men 
are unintenlicnaily disturbed who, upon 
investigation, are "found not to be within 
the scope of he order: but all such have 
l>een prom ptl\ released. Further, 1 believe 
that not one turn has been or will be mus- 
tered into the Mirage, under the order, who, 
alter a full emanation of his case, has ex- 
pressed an umulliugness to enlist.

Army .Movements from the Richmond Pa- 
pers. 

Washington, Feb. IS. — The Richmond 
papers of the b>th state that "the enemy are 
quiet in their intreiichments on Hatcher's 
run. Throughout Thursday night rum- 
bling ol wagons and artillery was heard on 
Grant's lines in the neighborhood of Deep 
Gully. It was supposed that Grant was 
transferring a heavy body of troops to the 
north side, but it iimv prove to be simply 
the return of troops sent over to Petersburg 
from the Army of the James to participate 
in the Hatcher's run affair last Monday." 

"The report was BUI real yesterday that 
our troops were evacuating Wilmington. 
The report is not continued, however, bv 
Official dispatches. The Yankee papers 
state that « o n. Terry is still in the vicinity 
of Fort Fisher and waiting for more 
troops." 

"lien. Bakar Ml in command of our troops 
at Goldsboro. He reports to the War De- 
partment that he has reason to believe the 
enemy is concentrating at Xewbern, and 
that they are provided with material for 
the repair of the railroad from New bern to 
Kingston." 

On the night of the Uth instant, he re- 
ports G en. Foster commanding at New- 
l>ern, and that 2.009 of the 18th army corps 
had arrived at that i>ost, making the num- 
ber of troops there about .">,000. 

It is reported and believed at Kingston 
that the enemy have lauded two locomo- 
tives and two cargoes of railroad iron at 
Morehead City. It is not apprehended in 
Kingston that the enemy design any move- 
ment in that direction. 

Our troops abandoned Branchville last 
Sunday night. Wheeler last Friday at- 
tacked and whipped Kilpatrick at Aiken, 
!•"> miles northeast of Augusta, and drove 
him back five miles in the direction of 
Branchville. 

Augusta papers of last Wednesday, two 
days earlier, state that at that time Kilpat- 
rick w as whipped by Wheeler. [Kil. don't 
stav whipped long, it would seem.] 

Slocum has with him the 15th and Pith 
corps. The lith and liOth corps comprise 
the force operating against Columbia and 
Charleston. This leaves one corps of Sher- 
man's army unaccounted for. We presume 
it has been'left ;it Savannah. 

' By latest ad vices through Yankee pa- 
pers wo learn that General Sherman is st ll 
at Beaufort. 

"The appointments of Generals S. D. Lee 
and Wade Hampton to be Lieutenant Gen- 
erals, recently made, have been confirmed 
by the Confederate Senate. 

"The promotion of General Hampton 
makes him rank General Wheeler, and 
puts him la COtnmaad of our cavalry mom 
operating agai nst General Sherman. Hamp- 
ton's presence will not fail to inspire confi- 
dence, and the best SaffMt may be expected 
from his appointment."

South Carolina claims the 
privilege a! closing the war, as she begun 
it.

The Richmond Examiner of the 15th has 
a long article against the use of negroes as 
soldiers, but leaving the responsibility to 
General Lee, who has urgently called for 
a large force of them.

M km I'll is, Feb. 17.— The Groesbeck and 
another steamer of the lleet with troops 
were attacked near Helena by the rebels, 
and several soldiers wounded.

The Bulletin says it is reported upon au- 
thority worthy Of consideration that the 
cotton trade within the Department will be 
dosed within twenty days, by order of 
President Lincoln; arid will be reopened on 
a new principle.

Befoie leaving Savannah he declared 
his intention to march to Columbia, thence 
to Augusta, and thence to I'harleston. This 
was littered as a boast, and to hide his real 
designs. Wo are disjiosed to ladieve he will 
next strike at Charlotte, which is one hun- 
dred miles north of Columbia, ou the Char- 
I .tie and Columbia railroad, or at Florence, 
•s. I ., the junction of the Columbia and 
Wilmington and Charleston aud Wilming- 
ton railroads, some nine miles east of 
Columbia. 

It was reported yantettlay that Augusta 
bad also fallen.
